before made fome imall Works from Xexds/ Fort to Pond Fort, wit 
ſome inconſiderable Works betwixt Charles Fort and Henrietta Fort , 
as alſo an'idditional 'Line towards their ald Lines upon Tiv40r Hill, 
pointing treight towards Charles Fort, they this night advanced their 
Line from Kea! Fort us faras the Pond under Pond Fort , and a little 
farther wurides the Hill; and 'thar upon T#vi9 Hill within Caſt of a 
Hand-Grabadd' of our 'Stotkado's;/ and that rowards Henriette Fort 
avithin lalf 'Muſquet-ſbot of Charter: Fort, Our ſmall firing did not 
much diftexb them., by reaſon of their being always under Ground , 
* they not firing ſcarce one Shot in 24 Hours, 
/' "They worked very hard in every one of the aforeſaid Trenches, ſtill Friday, 26. 
under covert, 'till ſuch time as it begun ro be dark. The next morning 
they hadadvanced all-che Trenches from Pond Fort, to the Brink of 
& little Hill pointing rowardsour Lines of Communication , betwixt us 
wndrhe Cultle', rhe athet ewo not much medled withall, 

The Workmen that wrought all that night retired to their la- 5,;4y 25, 
trunchments before day;,- becauſe the Earth thrown up that night was | 
nos widiaw to thelter-ghem from- our Shot in-theday time , and to 
break up new Ground they dur(t not, ' The fame night all we can tind 
they did, was making a crols Trench near the Pond , by reaſon rhe 
torner bLing troubled) with water they: could nov pats: to relieve their 
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They wrought ſo hard all night , that they extended their Trenches 
from Pond Fort in two Branches near to the Briak of the Hill; and 
withall made a Blind with Stones from that of Tivzet-Hill, info 
that not a Gun we had could bear upon them ,-from wheace fired 
abundance of Shot , without polin thamkbveato any danger, and 
winded their Trenches to pals berwixt us and Hexrietta Fort. 

In ſo much that they cut a Gap in our old Lines of Communication. 
At night, ſo {von as dark, they put all hands to work to mark out their 
Ground, Being a very clear night, by reaſon of Moon-ſhine, we could 
very clearly dilcern them in great numbers. We kept ſmall firing 
from Nine of the clock 'cill the Moon fet, and made them defiſt their 
Work. 

In the morning, before day, they began to-work again, and brought 
up three Lines a-breaſt, and wrought fo hard that day, that they 
brought their Lines very near the. briak of the Hill, betwixt us and 
Peterborough Tower, and the other, near our Lines of Henrietta. 

The ſame day we erected upon our left hand Battery, a Cayallier, at 
leaſt in height thirty foot above ground,, which would congaineight or 
nine Men very well to fire from , and diſcover-che bottom of a great 
many of their Lines , to the Moors great antazement; : -.-/ 

That night they expoſed themlelves to our ſight, but our Shot did 
much abate their Work, 

They continued their Work very hard all day, and about Three of 
the clock pitched eiglir of their Colours in their Lines, viz, one all Red 
under Kendal, four with Yellow ſtriped within Piſtol ſhort betwixt us 
and Henrietta Fort, as allo one all Green, 8nd twoall Red, 

Captain Trel/awney, our then Governour, planting his Guns to- 
wards them, very happily ſhot down one of their Colours, the Green, 
and tore another of them , ſo that they were forced to remove them. 

They continued working 'till fix or ſeven of the clock , bur did not 
work one ſtroke all night. | 

This morning weelpicd their Army marching over the Hill in great 
Bodies , both Horſe and Foot , Colours flying , but to what intent we 
knew not, About three of the clock in enoca they all returned, 
and pitched up their Colours in ſome of the former places, and towards 
Sun-ſert fell to their work again, ſo that the Trenches on that ſide neareſt 
Pond Fort, before Sun-rifing, were advanced within ſight of our Lines 
of Communication z and on the other fide , eatred our Line betwixt 
us and Henrietta. cy 

They continued their work en both ſides, which they advanced very 
near to the Breach of our Communication. 

They advanced their Lines on Henrietta ſide y one paſſing towards 
the Rock , another towards our Line, to meet their other Line betwixt 
us and Peterborough Tower , and had ten Colours pitched flying in their 
Lines. | | 

They. advanced their Line cloſe roour Lines of Communication, and 
upon the other ſide; towards Henrietta, to the Top of the Hill, that 
we could not pals, either to or from the Town, | 

They cut through our Line, 


They continued their work, ſo that at night their rwe Lines met 
between us and the Town, _ 
e 
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Tatwrday 10- We perceived between tis and Henrietta forme ſorts of 
Engines made by the Enemy to run upon wheels, whether it was to 
ſhelter them from our ſhot in time of their work, or otherwiſe, we could 
not well judge. The fame day happen'd a diſcontent among our men 
for want of Wine, with their Bergoo, very near to the height of 
Mutiny. , 

Sunday 11. The Truckles they et up betwixt us ahd Henrietta, but 
our Guns playing well upon them, forced them to remove them the 
ſame night. About 8 a clock at night they attaqued Femnrietta ; our 
men did ply their Small-ſhot and Granadoes till 3 a clock in the morn- 
ing, and defended the place with much Bravery : But what they got 
for their pains, we could not diſcover. 

Monday 12. They reſted all day and night, without any attempt to 
our view. 

Tueſday 13. The Moors attempted little or nothing, ſave ſetting up 
their 7 4 to the number of 17 or 18, betwixt us and Peterburgh 
Tower. 

Wedneſday 14. About one or two a clock it fell a Raining, which 
troubled their Trenches, inſomuch * that they were deniing them 
all night. 

Thurſday 15. From the Truckle ſet up for a Blind betwixt us and 
Henrietta, they digged a Trench towards the foundation of Henrietta, 
and continued working very hard, 

Friday 16. They continued working all along their Line berwixr 
Henrietta and Pond Fort, making places of Armes in ſeveral places of 
their Lines, their Drum beating like a Cooper upon a Tub, and Pipe 
playing for moſt part of the time. Laſt night Captain Sr. Johx ſpeaking 
to our Governour in Town in the Speaking-Trumpet, the Moors fell a 
hallowing and ſhouting all along their Lines. ' 

Saturday 17, They continued their work in making their Trenches 
deeper ; they proceeded little or no farther to any purpoſe this day. 
We made uſe oft our Hand-Granadoes out of a ſmall Mortar-piece, which 
threw ſome of them into their Trenches amongſt their Colours. This 
night they made a Blind of Stones upon their Trenches, about a mans 
height, whether for their own, or Colours ſhelter , we could-not cer- 
tainly tell, but (uppoſed both. 

Monday 19. They continued working or each (ide, particularly to- 
wards Henrietta, as if they intended to Gap. 

Tueſday, Wedneſday, Thurſay, Little or no extraordinary Buſineſs was 
ated by them, ſave the cleanſing of their Trenches, with the augmen- 
tation of a {mall Line between Charles Fort and Hexrietta Lines of Com« 
munication. ; 

Friday 23. At night the Moors cut another (mall Trench through the 
Bullet Store, betwixt us, and their former Trenches : Little or nothing 
elſe was ated by them, ſaving therr bringing a great deal of Timber , 
but for what uſe is not yet known. 


Saturday 
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Satwdey 24. The Moors cut our Lines betwixt their Trenches and 
Peterborough Tower into gaps, at 5 or 6 yards diſtance each gap, and took 
away their Blind upon the little Hill near Pord Fort , and caſt up the 
Earth in the form of a Half Round, and likewiſe advanced that Trench 
begun the night before jn the Bullet-ftore about 20 yards towards the 
Fenrietta. 

Suuday, Monday, Treſday, They wrought little or nothing, They ſent 
a Flag of Truce with a French-man and an Fagliſh-man from Teinar, to 
tell us, that they had undermin'd all our Forts, and if we would not 
yield our ſelves Priſoners at VVar, every one of us to be Slaves; they 
would ſet Fire to their Gun-powder within an hour, which was all the 
time they would allow for an Anſwer; and for our ſatisfation, brought 
3 Segwro from the Alcaide for ſome of our Men to view the readineſs 
of their Mines : VVe ſent two of our Miners, who returning within the 
limited tim& and the Moors having the Anſwer of our Commanders in 
Chicf, That we wonld ſtand it ous to the lait 5 They ſprung their Mine 
between 3 and 4 a Clock without any dammage to us, (God be praiſed.) 

Friday 30. They did little or nothing, fave cleanſing their Trenches 
of ſome Rain that fell the night before 3 and this morning they remo- 
ved all their Colours to the number of 17 or 18, out of their Trenches, 
which had ſtood night and day ever fince the 31th. of March laſt. 

Monday, May 30th. Tueſday and Wedneſday, They did attempt little 
or nothing, ſave making a ſmall Line between the Bullet-ſtore, and our 
Line from Hewrictte, I believe for Loop-boles to fire out of, their other 
Trenches being fo deep fince the time the Rain bas continued fo vio- 
lent, that they were troubleſom to them, 

Thurſday, May 6. They brought the ſmall Trenches next us to meet, 
and cut ſome at our old Lines betwixt us and Heerie!ta), heightning 
their Trenches in the bottom by Xezdal Fort, where our Shot did much 
trouble them in mounting their Guards, by reaſon their former Tren- 
ches were full of Water: 

Saturday, May 8. They (warm'd from their Camp into their Trenches, 
as we thought to the number of 400 or 500, wha fell tocleanſing their 
Trenches of the Rain. About Twoa Clock in the Afternoon, we ſpy'd 
them halling Carriages of great Gung along Jews River, whith they 
placed on a little Hill near to Herrietta, from whence they fired their 
Shot 5 or 6 times _-_ the place ; We underſtand by ſome of their 
Balls that went into Town, that they were not much above two pound, 
which we thought would come as ſhort of Battering down any of our 
Forts, as their Mine came fhort of blowing up Charles Fort. 

Sunday, May 9. Qur People from Henrietta called to us, that the 
could hold out no longer, by reaſon that the Moores had made a Breach 
in their Wall, and that their Mine was under their Fort. At night Cap- 
tain St. John declar'd the ſame to Qur Governogur his Excellency the 
Eazl of Inchiguin for his better (atigfaction. 


Monday 
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Monday, May 10. A Flag of Truce came out of Town, as we thought 

with ſome Letters, which was received by the Moors; and anfiver was 

iven in the ſame manner z which cauſed the Altaid to draw down all 
bis Forces upon the Lines, and place them one by another like ſo many 
Sheep, as we thought, to the number of 5-or 6000, the reſult not yet 
known. They likewiſe began Three more Trenches; One inclining 
to paſs through the Bu{ſet-#ore, between our Fort and the reſt of their 
Line ; another from Hemriettz, pointing ſtraight towards us z the Third 
from the brink of the Hill where they (prung the laſt Mine, and as we 
think, laid the Foundation of Three other Mines, which we hoped to 
be to as little effe&t as the firſt. Bs 

Tueſday and Wedneſday, From every one of the Mooxs former Tren- 
ches, they ſeemed to Mine againſt usz inſbmuch that by rezſon thereof, 
and their covering themſelves with Boards, we found our ſelves not 
in a condition to reſiſt them. 

Therſday, May 12. We fell into a Conſultation among our ſelves; and 
conſidering on one fide, that our Men had declar'd, that if they were 
not relieved in three days, they would leave us there : atid on the 
other fide, our having refuſed their giving us quarrer, which we cutd 
not expeR, if they forced us out; by that means likewiſe bur Guns 
might be taken, without being ſpiked and wedged, which Would be a 
great Afliſtance ro them to batter the Town; pow s to ql he 
Fort on Friday, and Fight our way throught 4 whereupon” we Ipike 
and wedged all our bo Guns, Gabe and made ufelel3 all the reſto 
our Ammunition of Warr, putring them amongſt our Powdet which 
we made ready to Blow up ſo ſoon as we ſhould be gone out of the 
Fort 3 which we abandoned about 7 or 8 of the, Clock, but we found 
their Trenches ſo deep thar we could not make the deferice we ex- 

ed; ſo that from a 170 odd men we brought aff but 44, Capraid 
relawney being cut to pieces amongſt the reſt.

The Sally was at 8 a Clock in the Morning, and the men of Charles 
Fort were to begin, and our Forlorze Commanded by Captain Humes, 
was to Advance to the Enemies Trench, and the other Captains to 
advance according to their ſeveral poſturs. 

After this Action was over, the Moors took our Guns that were in 
Charles Fort, and unſpik'd them, & clear'd them z and with them began 
to play upon Pole Fort and the Town: Upon which the Governour cal'd 
a | of Officers to conſult what was beſt to be done, and finding 
that we could not maintain Pole Fore, and if we ſhould not abandon 
it, we ſhould loſe 100 men with three Officers : We ſent and Treated 
with the Alcade, being reſolved to quit Pole Fort, and Norwood Re- 
doubt with as much Honour as poſſibly we could at that time. The 
Alcade concented to let us carry off our Ammunition and our Pally- 
zadoes, and agreed to a Ceſſation for four Months, in which time in all 
hkelihood they will be content to conſent to an Honourable Peace.

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LETTER 


1angier-Bay 
The 17th of May, 1680. 


N Thurſday the 13th inſtant at night, calm, Captain 
Trelawny called to the Town, by a Speaking Trum- 


pet, acquainting my Lord Inchiqutn, they could 

no longer defend themſelves, the Moors having ſeveral 
Mines; and that his Men murinicd, ſo that they de _ ro 
quit Charles Fort next morning at Eight of the Clock, and 
endeavour their Eſcape to the Town, my Lord defired 
them to be' ready at Six, they anſwered they could not be 
ready before Seven. My Lord called two Councils of War, 
and 1t was agreed to make a Sally at the ſame hour to aſſiſt 
their recreat, and ordered that Captain Geo. Humes, ſecond 
Captain of the 4 Scorch Companies which came from Ireland 
in the James and Swar Frigats, ſhould Command the Forlorn 
hope of abour 8o men toattacque the Trenches, and Major 
Boynton, Captain Giles, &c. to Command the main Body 
which lay halt way berween the Trenches and the Palaſado 
under Peterburoueh Tower, and 2 Licutenants tro Command 
Parties it each Flanck of che Forlorn-hope,the Reſerve placed 
within'the Spure and Palafado, Commanded by Licutenant 
$pagy, beg Seamen ;-and rhe Bornerta Sloop, two Bark- 
#longoG6 and Ships Boats'at the fame time, to be near Giles 
Fott near Whitby, m which was 1:3 men (to- endeayour to 
bring oft rhe' Vice-Admural and Sea Commanders bemg in 
the Sloop.) Henrietta Fort it ſeetns'Capitulaced 2 or 3 days

kept the Men entire inthe Fort until they pleaſed to take them 
out, having Mincd under them, which being unknown to 
the Town or Charles Fort, the latter (till by their Trum 
S them chemdelign, ; which-1t's believed might give the 
pa gcc of their leaving their Forts though ſpoken 
wþ1r;K8; the 144 at 7 mthe morning the Garriſon quitted 
Charles Fort, being one hundred ſeventy ſix men, and Cap- 
tain /relawny's little boy, lcaving the Guns double ſhotred, 
ſpiked and wedged with tec], as alfo one lictle Morter-piece, 
but put their Ammunition and beſt things into the Mine, 
with a train of Powder and '2 Inches of March lighted, one 
Inch being ſpent before they got. out of the Gate, and by 
chcir —_ into the Moors firit Trenches the Mine ſprang, 
they gor well over® Tr > barthtizext to the Town be- 
ing deepelt,, wasat leaſt 14 Foot with watcrand durt in the 
bottom, by rcaſon of the late Rains; the firlt that cameg- 
toc, forme gotover by thehelp of theother, and ſoeſca 
meeting with places not fo difficult, but notwithſtanding 
Captain Geo. Humes with, the Forlorn-hope behaved them- 
ſelycs very braycly, clearing the Trenches with hand Grana- 
docs, .ycc no, moxe burr 39 came off, .the reſt being cur in 
piccesanthe  Breat Trench, fave 14 and the little Boy, whom 
they took ahve: , Amongtt. the ſhin was Captain 7relawpy, 
who-broughe w.the Rear, and was kill d in nclping the lictle . 
Boy up (as is faid.) Captain'St. Zohn got over firſt, but was 
ſhot through the body when he was near our Palifado, it's 
hoped he may recover, -the Lieutenant and Enfſiga cſcaped, 
Our Boats at this time being near Giles Fort, could not per- 
ſwade the 13 Men torun into the water, they ſaying the ſhot 
flew ſo thick they ſhould be all kill'd; fave one man which 
ſwam off, the reſt ſurrendred themſclycs ro the Moors, viz. 
12 of Giles Fort, 3o in Henrietta, and 14 and the Boy of 
Charles Fort, in all 57 were made Captives, and about 1 25 
or more ſlain. The next day the A/cade ſcent mn atlag ot truce 
to terch our dead, whoſe bodies were accordingly brought 
in, but without their heads, they being all cut oft, which in 
che afternoon the Alcade ſent in alſo. In the Adventures Boat 
was kill'd a Voluntier called Wray, Brother to Sir Boucher 
Wray, who was yeſtcrday buricd in Tangier Church, with his 
Brother Captain 7relawny. The Moors arc now placing their

This morning, appcars in our {1ght a Batter 
upon the Hill, Scx1b-we/t trom-Potls Fore, and abour half a 
Piſtol ſhor off they have Palifadocd ic round, we believe with 
thoſe we lctx at (bz: /3Fort, and are nowhargat Wgrk dig- 
ing. Thy Battery Jooks unto the upper Caſtle, ad upon 
my LordsHouſe;they have placed one Gun in-it alreddy, 2 or 
3 days will ſhew us the Effect of this, which chough it be nigh 
the Iriſh Battery, yct cannot play upon it, for: the'br 
the Hill over it.

Carr 18 ſhot through the Wriſt, theſe are Scorch;; Captain 
St. John js likely to recover. Thisisall the News I can'give 
you, which I know to be plain and downright truth.

March 2.5. 4 Mar Ben Haddu Alcaide of Alcaſſer, encouraged by former ſuc 


1680. celles, came- againſt 7angjier with an Army of about ſeven 


thoyſand Men. 

March 26. 'He Firſt brake Ground and began to Intrench, the deſign of the 
Enemy beitig to Intrench between Charles, Zehrietta, and Giles Forts. 
His Excellency, our Governour, took all poſſible care, to furniſh them 
with. the, beſt. of his Men, with Ammunitions of War and Proviſions 
require for five Months Sicge, hoping in that time, that either the 
Moor would be tired out, or we furnuthed with Succours from Fng- 
land" to! raiſe the Sicge. The Moor worketh incredibly faſt , their 
Trenghes being in all. places deep, and in moſt places treble. a mans 
height: They did not cut off our Communication from the faid Forts; 
unt ril the 8th, all which time we were night and day firing 

wt Gear and ſmall ſhot ; but they only ſmall. 

. Frm the beginning of this Siege, 'the Moors began a Mitre from the 
Southward of (Charles ;Fort, and' We a Countermine.”

April 17, Art night, the Moors attacqued Henrietta Fort, deſigning to ſap 
it. They brought a Shed or Penthouſe of Timber againit the Walls 
of the Fort, that under the cover of it, they might digg a hole and to 
blow it up, but were repelled with a very conſiderable loſs. When this 
way ſucceeded nor; the- Moors began a Mitte againlt it, drilting flirough 
the Earth as they went, that they might not miitake the Forr. 

April 29. The Alcaide ſent to ſummon Charles Fort, telling them that he had 
a Mige ready to Spring, and threatning it they retuſed to furren 
oF" to blow them up with it. Captain Z7re/awny and Captain St. Johy, 

e Commanders of the Fort, returncd rhis Anſwer, That he ſhould do 
his worſt, they were ſent thicher to maintain the Fort, and not to yield 
zt. The Alcaide ſcat again, defiring them it they would not give credit 
to the danger he informed them of, they ſhould ſend out two of their 
Men to view his Mine. They did fo, and upon rhe rcturn of racir 
Men, they made no other Anſwer than Vollics ot ſmall ſhot, and dif: 
playing of their F"z/iſþ Colours in defiance 
About 
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About Eight of the Clock that day, the Afoors Mine ſprang, but 
without ſacceſs, ſhort at leaſt of the Fott thirty yards. 

The Alcaide fent to Complement Sir Palmes oo —_ his April 36; 
Arrival, and to tell us, that h this Mine did not take effe&, the 
next might. That he was there for a long Life or a ſhort, and that 
the King his Maſter commanded him, not to ſtir from the Field, till 
he had taken the Forts, and reduced the Garriſon to the condition it 
was in when the Portuguez had it, and that if they had any mind 
to make an end of the War , they ſhould furrender the beſieged 
Forts, and quit the reſt.

The Moore played a fix Pounder againſt Herrietts, and made a little May 12: 
Breach; this night, Cherles Fort Spake to us in Irifo that Henriette was — 
diſtreſſed, the Moors having Intrenched nearer, and begun three Mines, © 
defiring his Excellencies affiſtance to further their Retreat to the 
Town. 

Reſolved at a Council' of Warr, that Charles Fort be quitted the Ayy 15; 
next Moming by ſeven a Clock, that we ſhould Sally out with about 
five hundred Men in five parties, Forlom , Main-body, a Reſerve, a 
Right and a Left Wing, and receive them, to further their Retreat. 
That the Men of Giles Fort ſhould in the Hurry make their eſcape to 
the Sea-fide, where a Sloop and all the Boats of the Fleet la me to 
receive them. About Eight or Nine at Night Herrietta Fort ſurren- 
der'd. 

About break of day, the Moors Blew up Henyietta Fort with their 
Mine. About ſeven a Clock, the Men, of Charles Fort having Spiked 
and Wedged their great Guns, broke their ſmall Arms, pur all their 
Powder, and Hand-Granadoes, into the Countermine, and rendred 
all the Proviſion and Ammunition as unſerviceable to the Enemy as 
poſſibly could be. And having ſet fire to their Train, made their 
way towards the Mooriſh Trenches z Captain St. Jobs leading the Van

Two” Boyes belonging to our: Garriſon , nd a Seaman, went out 
and turn'd Moors. One 
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One of our Men belonging to Fenrietta Fort is turn'd Moor, and 
made Maſter Gunner. 

A Moor run away to us, who informs us, that the Moors have loſt May 24. 
three Alcaides, and ſeveral Almnckades, that is, Captains, a great many 
Moors kill'd, two died of their Wounds the day he came in, that the 
Alcaide had drawn his great Guns into a Wood in ſight of us, where 
he left them till his next return, which would be ſhortly after the 
expiration of the Truce. 

In the whole ſervice, we had about an Hundred and fixty Men kill'ds 
Fifty three taken Slaves, among which is Lieutenant Wilſon, Comman- 
der of Herrietta Fort. 

The Moors grow a formidable Enemy, being improved in all the 
Arts of War , as Mining, Sapeing , Intrenching , Scaling and Bat- 
tering. 

In C harles Fort they took thirteen great Guns, ſeven they had taken 
formerly from other Forts. 

They have a Morter-piece likewiſe taken in Charles Fort, and three 
thouſand three hundred hand Granadoes, with an incredible number 
of great Shot, part from Charles Fort, the reſt which we have in many 
years Shot at them, which they carefully gather'd up and kept. 

After the expiration of this Truce, it is to be feared, they will not 
only Batter the Town from Pole Fort, an overlooking piece of Ground, 
but from a Battery on the (and Hills, will hinder all imbarkation ri- 
ding in the Mould, from whence allo they may Batter down all the 
Houſes and Stables on the Mould. _ 

We have three Forts lett, as Cambridge, Fountain, and Pridges 
Fotr, which be not defenſible, when it ſhall pleaſe the Enemy to deſign 
to reduce them. 

So that we ſhall be brought to the condition the Port were In, 
but we can't bring the Moors to the fame they were i, bein in my 
ſhort abode of four years here, from a cowardly and inconſiderable 
Enemy, turn'd to a puiſſant and formidable Foe. 

All that we have to hope 1s theſe three things ; either that the Moors 
will make a Peace with us, as the Alcaide ſeems inclined, or that the 
King of the Countrey will be ingaged in civil Wars, and ſo have 
other occaſion to imploy his Force, or that our King will ſend ſuch 
ſtrong recruits, as we may Sally out and beat them from their Tren- 
ches and great Guns, when next they Beſiege us. 

The number of our Soldiers is few, but of Fighting Men much leſs, 
many being ſuperannuated, but more diſabled by Debauchery. The 
Freemen be not to be truſted ir. caſe of diſtreſs, they being not under 
. Military Command,
